Public Help for a Public Problem 
This year the American people 


are being asked for the first time 
to contribute to the fight of med- 
ical science against heart disease. 
The campaign is being conducted 
by the American Heart Associa- 
tion, a group made up largely of 
specialists in diseases of the heart 
and blood vessels. 


The association's program is as 


broad as its appeal. 
It aims at 


expanding research, 
professional 


education, public education 
and 


community service. One particu- 
larly important aim, it seems to us 
is to establish a greater number of 
local heart associations. The even- 
tual goal is a local association in 
cveiy sizable city and rural area. 


These local groups would have 


access to new knowledge and new 
activities developed by the Ameri- 
can Heart Association. Ideally— 
and, it may be hoped, eventually— 
the millions 
of 
"heart cases" 


throughout the country would

last receive highly 
professional 


diagnosis, treatment and care. 


That, at present, is a distant goal. 


It cannot be reached without a 
lot of work and a lot of money.
